The  Convention  opened  at  2:30  with 
Horace  Headrick  of  Laurel,  president, 
^i  the  chair.  The  afternoon  session  was 
given  over  to  “the  Brotherhood  at 
Work,”  featuring  a  series  of  practical 
demonstrations  and  forums.  Several 
groups  from  over  the  state  took  part. 

The  Convention  is  sponsored  by  the 
Brotherhood  Department  of  the  State 
Convention  Board,  of  which  W.  R.  Rob¬ 
erts  of  Jockson  is  secretary.  Four 
hundred  and  fifty  one  churches  in  the 
state  now  have  Brotherhood  organiza¬ 
tions  as  against  only  53  churches  when 
the  State  Brotherhood  Department  was 
instituted  in  1945. 

The  tinal  session  Monday  evening  was 
devoted  to  special  music  and  inspira¬ 
tional  messages.  An  old-fashioned  Bro¬ 
therhood  Quartet  Chorus  was  directed

“Today  is  the  day  of  opportunity”,  said  Dr.  diaries  L.  McKay,  in 
his  sermon  to  the  Mississippi  Baptist  Convention.  I 

Using  the*  passage  from  the  Gospel  of  Matthew  concerning  (tie 
anointing  of  Jesus  by  Mary,  Dr.  McKay  stressed  four  points:  1.  Our 
lord’s  interest  in  and  concern  for  women;  2.  A  woman’s  devotion  to 
Jesus;  3.  The  attitude  of  Judas;  4.  The  Urn*  to  do  our  -best  for 

Christ  is  now.  .  , 

The  speaker  emphasized  the  fact  that  only  in  nations  where  Christ 

is  honored  do  women  have  a  chance.  He  described  a  woman  s  devotion 
to  Christ  as  one  of  the  most  beautiful  things  in  the  world. 

Dr.  McKay  is  a  Mississippian,  graduate  of  Mississippi  College  and 
the  New  Orleans  Seminary  where  he  earned  the  Ih.  D.  degree. 

Now  pastor  of  the  First  Church,  Pascagoula,  during  the  |>ast  two 
and  one-half  years  he  has  led  his  church  to  establish  six  missions. 

The  successful  program  of  his  church  at  Pascagoula,  where  he  is 
pastor  has  attracted  such  wide  spread  attention  that  he  has  been  invited 
to  speak  on  the  programs  of  a  number  of  stale  and  southwide  conven¬ 
tions  and  assemblies.  ”  4

Jesus  had  come  once  again  to  the 
little  town  of  Bethany.  He  was  there  on 
the  invitation  of  Simon,  the  leper,  who 
was  giving  a  supper  in  his  honor.  Evi¬ 
dently  at  one  time  Jesus  had  healed 
Simon  of  his  leprosy,  and  to  do  some¬ 
thing  for  him  he  decided  to  have  a  sup¬ 
per  in  his  honor.  In  the  little  town  of 
Bethany  there  were  three  people  who 
were  very  special  friends  of  Jesus,  Mary, 
Martha,  and  their  brother  Lazarus. 
They  too  were  invited  to  this  feast.  Our 
exposition  wiU  follow  the  passage  in 
Matthew,  however  we  shall  use  facta 
of  another  account  in  John  12. 

Martha,  Mary  and  Lazarus,  whom 
Jesus  had  restored  to  life,  with  other 
of  the  disciples,  were  present  for  the 
feast.  As  they  reclined  at  the  table  Mary 
saw  what  the  leper  was  doing  in  honor 
of  the  one  who  cleansed  him  of  his 
leprosy.  Evidently  she  decided  that  she 
must  do  her  best  for  Christ,  who  had 
not  cleansed  her  of  leprosy,  but  whe  had 
saved  her  from  sin.  He  had  redeemed 
her  life  and  had  restored  her  brother 
to  life.  What  could  she  do?  She  took  the 
alabaster  box,  a  pound  of  pure  nard, 
equal  to  the  salary  of  the  average  man 
for  an  entire  year,  and  anointed  Jesus 
with  it.  According  to  Judas  three  hundred 
pence  it  was  worth.  She  broke  the  box, 
according  to  one  of  the  writers,  and 
poured  it  on  his  head.  According  to  an¬ 
other  she  anointed  his  feet.  Jesus  said, 
“She  has  prepared  my  body  for  its 
burial.”  I  am  persuaded  that  she  pour¬ 
ed  the  ointment  on  his  head  and  on  his

The  State  Convention  Board  held  its 
annual  pre-Convention  session  Monday 
afternoon  at  the  Baptist  Building.  Pre¬ 
siding  in  the  absence  of  President  G.  O. 
Parker  of  Carthage  was  Dr.  John  E. 
Barnes  of  Hattiesburg.  The  following 
items  were  passed: 

Two  new  sUte  posts  were  created. 
Director  of  Evangelism  and  Director  of 
Promotion. 

Elected  as  Director  of  Evangelism  is 
Dr.  C.  E.  Wilbanks,  pastor  of  First  Bap¬ 
tist  Church  of  Vivian,  La.  He  is  a  grad¬ 
uate  of  Baylor  University  and  Southwes¬ 
tern  Seminary  and  holds  the  degree  eg 
Doctor  of  Divinity  from  Oklahoma  Bap¬ 
tist  University. 

He  was  foqperly  Secretary  of  Evan¬ 
gelism  of  the  Southern  Baptist  General 
Convention  of  California  and  has  held 
pastorates  in  Stillwater  and  Ardmore, 
Oklahoma,  and  in  Fayetteville,  Arkan¬ 
sas. 

He  is  i  native  of  Louisiana,  has  been 
preaching  since  the  age  of  20  and  has 
majored  in  evangelism  throughout  his 
ministry. 

Elected  as  Director  of  Promotion  is 
Rev.  Joe  Abrams,  well-known  in  Missis¬ 
sippi  Baptist  life.  In  this  new  position 
his  work  will  be  specifically  promotion 
and  publicity  in  the  Executive  Secre¬ 
tary’s  office  and  promotion  and  editorial 
in  the  Baptist  Record  office. 

He  has  been  since  April  First  of  this 
year  Associate  in  the  State  Training 
Union  Department  and  Director  of  Pub¬ 


licity  for  the  Convention  Board.  He  was 
also  with  the  Board  ia  1946  and  1947 
as  Associate  in  Training  Union  Depart¬ 
ment 

He  has  served  in  recent  years  as 
pastor,  his  latest  church  bring  the  church 
at  Shnqualak.  Prior  to  entering  full 
time  religious  work  he  was  for  several 
years  in  the  newspaper  field,  connect¬ 
ed  with  the  Commercial  Dispatch  ia 
Cohimbus.  He  was  an  active  layman  in 
the  First  Baptist  Church  of  that  city 
during  those  years. 

The  Board  granted  an  allotment  of 
$10,000  per  year  for  three  years  to  the 
Baptist  Memorial  Hospital  of  Memphis. 
This  institution  is  owned  jointly  by  the 
Tennessee,  Arksnsas  and  Mississippi 
Convections  and  the  same  request  is  be¬ 
ing  made  of  the  other  two  conventions. 
It  was  pointed  out  that  although  the 
hospital  was  owned  by  these  Conventions 
that  they  were  giving  nothing  to  its 
support.  • 

Aubcr  J.  Wilds,  State  Training  Union 
Secretary,  was  asked  to  serve  another 
year  in  that  capacity  although  he  has 
passed  retirement  age.  His  retirement 
was  set  as  of  Dec.  31,  1962,  which  will 
conclude  for  him  an  even  35  years  of 
service  with  the  Convention. 

The  Board  authorized  that  a  sum  of 
$20,000  of  1951  surplus  be  set  aside  for 
air  conditioning  the  Baptist  Building, 
with  the  new  Executive  Committee  to  be 
authorized  to  accept  bids  and  contract 
for  this  work  as  soon  as  feasible.

lit  THE  ATTITUDE  OF  JUDAS 

We  lind  in  verse  8,  “But  when  his 
disciples  saw  it,  they  had  indignation, 
saying.  To  what  put^tose  is  this  waste?” 
There  it  is.  Begin  anointing  Jesus  if 
you  want  to  reveal  the  Judas  in  your 
church.  “This  anointment  might  have 
been  sold  for  much  and  given  to  the 
poor,”  said  Judas  We  find  in  it  the  at¬ 
titude  of  the  Judas’  in  our  churches. 
Never  has  there  been  launched  an  en¬ 
larged  program  in  any  church,  but 
that  Judas  revealed  himself.  Every  time 
a  church  starts  a  building  program; 
every  time  a  program  of  enlargement 
is  suggested;  every  time  some  additional 
expense  is  added  in  the  advancement  of 
God's  kingdom,  Judas  simply  cannot 
stand  it.  He  is  sure  to  reveal  himself. 
Read  the  account  in  the  12th  chapter  of 
John  where  the  writer  reveals  Judas 
Iscariot,  the  betrayer  of  Jesus,  as  the 
one  who  complained  about  the  waste. 

Oh  let  us  go  forward  with  our  en¬ 
larged  programs  regardless  of  Judas, 
regardless  of  his  attitude  or  expression 
against  the  matter  We  cannot  afford  to 
be  sidetracked  by  such  men  or  women. 
We  cannot  turn  aside  from  the  eternal 
will  and  plan  of  God  to  satisfy  any  man 
who  has  not  had  an  experience  with  the 
Lord  or  who  has  no  vision  of  our  re¬ 
sponsibility  for  reaching  the  multitudes 
for  Chrjst.  If  we  are  to  take  Mississippi 
for  Christ  our  program  must  be  en¬ 
larged,  our  vision  must  be  broadened, 
and  we  must  not  be  hindered  by  Judas. 

IV.  THE  TIME  TO  ANOINT 
CHRIST  IS  NOW 

This  truth  is  found  in  verse  11.  “For 
ye  have  the  poor  always  with  you;  but 
me  you  have  not  always.”  This  incident 
reveals  to  us  that  the  time  to  do  what 
we  intend  to  do  for  Christ  is  now.  We 
are  not  promised  tomorrow;  now  is  the 
day  of  salvation;  now  is  the  accepted 
time.  Today  is  the  day  of  opportunity. 

If  you  intend  to  anoint  Christ,  do  it  now. 

If  you  intend  to  do  anything  for  Jesus 
with  your  life,  do  it  now.  Now  is  the 
time  to  be  saved  It  is  the  time  to  sur¬ 
render  to  service.  It  is  the  time  to  devote 
ybur  life  to  service  as  a  foreign  mis¬ 
sionary.  It  is  time  for  your  life  to  be 
given  to  Christ  and  his  cause  in  the 
homeland.  It  is  time  to  surrender  to 
preach  the  gospel  of  Christ  if  he  is  call¬ 
ing  you.  Let  me  remind  you  of  a  story 
in  sebular  literature.  George  Eliot  beau¬ 
tifully  pictures  that  man  Barton  who 
left  Millie,  his  wife,  in  the  East  and  went 
West  seeking  gold  in  the  mad  gold  rush. 
Years  crept  upon  him;  health  failed 
him.  He  still  had  no  gold.  He  went  back 
East  seeking  for  Millie.  He  went  to  the

ONE  DAY  IS  NOT  ENOUGH 
By  Mabel  Crabtree 
Rio  de  Janeiro,  Brazil 

Many  of  ouc  societies  in  Brazil  are 
observing  the  Day  of  Prayer  each  De¬ 
cember.  We  customarily  have  a  map  of 
the  world  before  us  and  follow  a  program 
presenting  the  principal  requests  from 
the  various  countries,  praying  for  each 
individual  request.  In  many  churches 
there  is  only  one  program  at  night.  In 
many  others,  in  the  cities,  there  is  a 
meeting  in  the  afternoon  for  the  women 
and  girls,  then  another  at  night  when  the 
whole  church  is  invited.  Sometimes  there 
is  a  sunrise  service  that  many  of  the 
girls  can  attend  before  going  to  their 
work  in  the  factories  or  in  offices  down¬ 
town. 

We  print  about  3,000  of  our  programs 

for  the  Day  of  Prayer,  and  try  to  get 
two  or  three  of  them  to  each  of  the  more 
or  less  1,000  churches  in  Brazil.  Many 
of  them  get  lost  or  arrive  too  late.  Many 
of  them  we  never  hear  from.  But  at 
least  we  keep  the  matter  before  them 
and  most  of  the  societies  consider  the 
Day  of  Prayer  a  big  day  on  their  cal¬ 
endar. 

In  our  National  annual  meeting  we 
voted  to  begin  observing  the  whole  Week 
of  Prayer,  the  first  week  in  December. 
Not  all  the  churches,  of  course,  can  well 
do  that.  It  will  depend  a  lot  on  whether 
it  is  city  or  country,  whether  the  women 
work  outside  the  home,  or  at  home,  etc., 
but  we  do  want  to  use  the  whole  week. 
One  day  is  not  enough  to  present  in  an. 
adequate  manner  the  conditions  and  the 
needs  around  the  world.

For  years  we  have  been  standing  for 
law  and  order  to  prevail  along  the  Gulf 
Coast,  which  we  think  is  the  moot  beau¬ 
tiful  place  in  the  country  and  which  we 
believe  could  be  made  the  moot  desir¬ 
able  place  in  which  to  live.  The  liquor 
and  gambling  laws  of  the  state  have  been 
disregarded  so  long  by  the  law  enforce¬ 
ment  officers  and  racketeers  that  many 
people  had  concluded  that  they  could 
never  be  enforced. 

As  a  result  of  the  efforts  on  the  part 
of  several  ministers  along  the  Gulf 
Coast  to  have  the  gambling  and  liquor 
laws  of  the  state  enforced,  the  sheriff 
has  ordered  all  gambling  devices  and  all 
liquors  out  of  the  county.  At  present, 
therefore,  there  are  no  gambling  ma¬ 
chines  nor  liquor  in  sight  in  Harrison 
County. 

We  hovo,  the  pact  tow  weeks  received 
more  telegrams,  end  letters  from  indi¬ 
viduals  and  organizations  than  wo  ara 
ablo  to  answer.  So,  if  yew  will,  please 
permit  us  m  this  manner  to  say  to  each 
and  all  of  you,  THANK  YOU  for  your 
prayers,  your  interest  end  your  words 
of  encouragement  in  this  effort. 

On  Thursday  night.  November  8,  two 
groups  of  Citizens  met.  One  was  com¬ 
posed  of  racketeers — ie.  those  who  op¬ 
erated  gambling  machines,  those  who 
sold  liquors  and  those  who  patronized 
them.  They  met  to  see  what  could  be 
done  to  restore  liquor  and  gambling  op¬ 
erations  in  the  county. 

The  other  group  was  composed  of  law 
abiding  business  men  and  women.  They 
met  to  organize  the  Harrison  County 
Crime  Commission.  The  purpose  of  this 
Commission  is  to  encourage  the  enforce¬ 
ment  of  the  liquor  and  gambling  laws 
in  particular,  and  of  other  laws  in  gen¬ 
eral

BRAZILIAN  VOICES  IN  PRAYER

During  the  Week  of  Prayer  for  World

DON'T  BE  A  LAW  BREAKER 

If  we  break  the  law  we  might  get  into 
trouble.

2.  A  Sunday  school  class  ^reaches  its 
maximum  growth  in  a  few  months.  Con¬ 
tinuous  growth  means  continuous  clas¬ 
ses  formed. 

3.  It  is  difficult  to  keep  on  starting 
new  classes  unless  the  Sunday  school  is 
graded— and  kept  graded  by  regular  pro¬ 
motions  throughout  the  school. 

4.  A  Sunday  school  grows  at  the  rate 
of  about  one  for  every  ten  personal  in¬ 
telligent  visits. 

Every  Sunday  school  should  grow  be¬ 
cause  there  are  so  many  unreached  peo¬ 
ple  yet.  Let’s  make  them  grow  more 
this  year  than  ever.

The 
Sabbatical  year,  which  is  here  mention¬ 
ed  for  the  first  time,  is  also  called  the 
year  of  release.  The  land  was  to  lie 
tallow  during  this  year,  and  what  it 
produced  “volunteer”  was  made  the  com¬ 
mon  property  of  the  slaves,  the  poor, 
the  stranger,  and  the  wild  animals.  What 
suppose  you,  would  occur  as  s  result 
of  the  honest  carry-out  of  this  pro¬ 
vision?  Would  U  check  the  spirit  of 
avarice?  Would  not  the  opposite  feel¬ 
ings  of  compassion,  charity,  benevo¬ 
lence.  and  brotherly  kindness  be  brought 
into  play?  Would  not  the  original  equali¬ 
ty  of  all  men  in  regard  to  birth  and  right 
rise  to  the  surface  of  human  observa¬ 
tion?  The  habits  of  prudence  and  econo¬ 
my  would  be  cultivated  that  the  produce 
of  six  years  might  suffice  the  needs  of 
seven  years.  A  more  complete  depen¬ 
dence  upon  Goo  might  very  conceivably 
characterize  the  people  of  His  name.
